He said: “U nder the incom e-tax law s 
which prevailed for m any years a n d 
which covered every conceivable source 
of income, ren tals from real estate an d 
everything else, v ast sum s were collect­ 
ed from the people of the U nited S tates. 
The decision here rendered announce* 
th a t these sum s were w rongfully ta k e n 
and thereby, it seems to me, creates a 
claim in equity and good conscience 
ag ain st the governm ent for an enor­ 
m ous am ount of money. T hus from th e 
change of view by this court it hap­ 
pens th a t an act of congress, passed 
for the purpose of raising revenue In 
strict conform ity w ith the practice of 
the governm ent from the earliest tim e 
and in accordance w ith the oft-repeated 
decisions of this court, furnishes th e 
ocasion for creating a claim against th e 
governm ent for hundreds of m illions 
of dollars; I say creating a claim be­ 
cause if the governm ent be in good con­ 
science bound to refund th a t w'hich h a s 
been taken from the citizens in viola­ 
tion of the constitution, although th e 
technical right may’ have disappeared 
by a lapse of tim e, or because the de­ 
cisions of this court have m isled th e 
citizen to his grievous injury, the eq uity 
endures, and will present itself to th e 
conscience of the governm ent. This con­ 
sequence show's how necessary it is th a t 
the court should not overthrow its p a s t 
decisions.”
